Official* close to the Investi- 
gation said the report actually 
contains little that already has 
not been made public about 
the tragedy. However. It Is re- 
portedly accompanied by photo- 
graphs and other exhibits of 
evidence that have not been 
aeen by the public^ 

* It also disclosed yesterday 
that the FBI gave a routine 
"risk list** of Dallas area resi- 
dents to the Secret Service In 
advance of the President Ill- 
fated trip to the city where he 
met his death, but the list did 
Inot contain the name of Os- 
wald.
